Preaident Grallaadet has received an 
invitation from the Koyal Com mission 
of Great Britian to come to London 
and testify as to the merits of the 
Annaican method of deaf mute in- 
struction. He is desired to come tal- 
ly, but owing to the convention in 
California he will not leave for Eng- 
land until August or September. It 
seems a little odd that the same coun- 
try which refused his father informa- 
tion when he eame and asked for it, 
should now apply to the son for in- 
formation on the same subject. It is 
an honor to America, but one which 
it deserves. England is old and slow 
in many things, notably in providing 
lor the education of her deaf. Only 
two years ago il seemed almost im- 
possible to oli tain state aid for this 
purpose, but now it appears likely to 
be realised, This is in a great meas- 
ure due to Mr. Magiun, who has 
Labored assiduously for this end. Hut 
having decided to do something in 
ibis line, ll is td her credit that she 
endeavors to discover the best methods 
according to the experience of others. 
And in asking Dr. Gallaudet, she lias, 
believe, hit upon the right man 
I le is not blinded by enthusiasm, and is 
too high minded to misrepresent facts. 
His long experience and wise acquain- 
tance with the results of various 
methods peculiarly fit him to give val- 
uable and "Correct evidence. Both 
the oral and sign teacher can feel at 
. and be confident that he will do 
both justice. 

Two lectures have been given dur- 
ing the week. On the morning of 
Ma) 90th, Prof. Gordon treated us to 
an interesting address about "Forgot- 
ten Worthies," as he had anticipated 
the subject, of his discourse. The 
day, he said, was one consecrated to 
the memory of those who fought and 
for their country, and while hon- 
oring them it would be but just to 
drop a flower or two upon the graves 
of those deaf mutes and their friends 
whose names have almost lapsed into 
oblivion. The first grave that claims 
our attention is that oi the first Amer 
lean deaf mute of whom there is any 
id. Where he lies, or what his 
name might have been, no one can 
tell. All that we know of him is from 
a little look published in Kurope in 
L618, containing u letter from the 
I Jesuit Fathers of an American 
mission station, inquiring if a deaf- 
mute Indian could bo admitted to the 
church. That is all. On the un- 
known grave of this nameless deaf- 
mute let us drop a flower. Next a 
grave in far away Holland claims our 
attention —that of Marie -Joseph de 
Brabandiore. This noble woman 
devoted moat of her life-time to the 
: Imminent of the deaf, and awaken- 
ed the first gleams of intelligence in 
n oiv a darkened mind. Let us honor 
her grave, Next the grave of her 
pupil, Joseph Oaigny, « deaf-mute, who 
spent most of his life in travelling 
about searching for the unfortunate
